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I Boro To Get Peninsula Park

Plans for a waterfront park 
extending 50 feet into the Dela­ 
ware River were given the go­ 
ahead by Bristol Borough Coun­ 
cil last night when it agreed to 
vacation a portion of Penn St. 
between Radcliffe St. and the 
river. 


The request for this move was 
made by Oscar Hansen, chair­ 
man of the board of trustees of 
the Grundy Estate, and Mrs. 
Vera T. 
Goslin, 
owner of 
a 
neighboring property. 


Hansen said that the Grundy 


Estate will build and maintain 
the park near the site of the 
proposed M argare R. Grundy 
Memorial Library. 


Will Extend 540 Feet 


Test borings have been com­ 
pleted 50 feet into the river. 
The trustees will build the park 
for a length of about 540 feet 
along the river bank. 


It will extend from a similar 
wharf owned by Dr. Vincent Ro­ 
mano on the north side, and to 
Penn St. on the south. But un­ 
less it is extended across Penn 
St., Hansen told the council, a 
pocket would be left between the 


bulkhead and the wharf owned 
by Mrs. Vera V. Gosling on the 
next property.

from 
the 
river,” 
Hansen said. 


The c o u n c i l unanimously 
agreed to vacate the stretch of 
road. It had earlier this year 
made a similar change with re­ 
gard to Dorrance St., on the 
northern side 
of 
the 
Grundy 
property. 


Hansen said that plans for the 
park have not been finalized, 
but will be discussed at a m eet­ 
ing today. 


He said that bulkheads will be 
built out into the river, and then 
filled with rocks and top soil. 
It will then be developed into a 
park with walks, benches, and 
trees. 


Public Walks 


Public access walks will be 
constructed at the southern and 
northern ends so that people do 
not have to go through the li­ 
brary to reach it. 


The park will be open to the 
public free of charge, although 
it will probably be necessary to 
close it at night, Hansen said.

William W. Scranton today officially banned 
the making of all fires and smoking in Pennsylvania’s 
forests and woodlands, both public and privately-own­ 
ed, because of the drought. 
The move came in a procla­ 
mation after Scranton conferred 
briefly with Maurice K. God­ 
dard, forests and waters secre­ 
tary. 


The governor said that God­ 
dard recommended the ban to 
conserve natural resources and 
because of the lengthy drought, 
which 
has 
posed 
threats 
of 
widespread forest fires. 


The ban applies not only to 
wooded 
areas, 
but 
to 
areas 
within 200 feet of any wood­ 
land 


Goddard noted that rainfall 
for the last month has been 25 
per cent below normal and no 
appreciable amount of precipi­ 
tation is expected in the next 
week. 
He 
said 
that 
between 
Oct. I and Oct. l l , 117 fires 
burned 2,050 acres of woodland 
and another 64 fires were re­ 
ported over the last weekend. 


The proclamation, effective at 
noon today, forbids “ the smok­ 
ing 
of 
tobacco, 
building 
of 
campfires, burning of brush and 
other rubbish within the state’s 
woodlands or within 200 feet of 
woodlands in any county.”

lader, board solicitor. The re­ 
port was drawn up by William 
Heefner, authority attorney, af­ 
ter a brief investigation. 


However, ill feeling generated 
by the allegations continued af­ 
ter the report was read. 


Probe Requested 


The school board was asked 
at its last meeting to investigate 
the possibility that Basile vio­ 


lated a section of the Municipal 
Authorities Aet of 1945 in m ak­ 
ing the sale. The request for a 
probe was made by Malden Fis- 
cel, Republican candidate for 
Falls school director.

his 
88th 
birthday, 
thanked the German people for 
their help, then returned to the 
seat he left 14 years and one 
month ago today to become the 
first West German chancellor. 


“ But I won’t just listen,” he 
promised the parliament. “ ITI 
talk, too.” 


Reviewing his years in office, 
beginning in the days when this 
country was a rubble heap and 
ending when it is the world’s 
second greatest trading nation, 
Adenauer 
t o l d 
parliam ent 
proudly: 


“ We Germans can again walk 
with our heads up.” 


He said the greatest develop­ 
ment of his administration was 
the recovery of friends in the 
world. 


When he came to power, he 
said, the G erm ans’ names was 
a curse. 


Today, 
the 
German 
name 
again rings true, he said. 
Warns Against Deals 


He 
warned 
his 
successors 
against trying to make a sepa­ 
rate deal with Russia in hopes 
of reuniting West Germany with 
Communist East Germany. 


“ The solution of the G erm an 
problem,” he said, “ is not pos­ 
sible only between us and the 
adversary. We need our friends. 
Thank 
God 
we 
have 
found 
friends in the world. Imagine 
what Germany would be today
